Minister of War Creates a Painful Sensation by In- 
timating That He May Act in the Role of 
a Dictator. 


Madrid, October 27.—During yesterday's 
sitting of the Spanish chamber of depu- 
ties, which proved sensational, Senor 
Romero y Robledo cleverly led the min- 
ister of war, General Weyler, to define his 
attitude and intentions. General Weyler 
declared that while the war in Cuba lasted 
his views were totally distinct from those 
of the liberal party, but tuat when the 
war was at an end the motive for separa- 
tion disappeared, and he saw nothing to 
prevent him attaching himself to a liberal 
government. 

‘Il have always faithfully observed dis- 
cipline,’’ he continued, ‘‘and he whe talks 
of dictatorship is the enemy of discipline. 
Our recent maneuvers have proved that 
good feeling exists between the people 
and the army. <As for dictatorship, no 
thinks about the. thing at present. 
are the offspring of circum- 


one 


stances, 

‘For myself, I may say this: I have 
never thought of being one nor do I now. 
Nevertheless, if my aid were asked at a 
moment of gravity, I do not know how I 
should decide between my political and 
military duties, but I should alwavs in- 
cline toward the latter.’”’ 

Long and prolonged uproar interrupted 
the minister of war, and several of his 


ministerial colleagues were unable to re- 
Strain expressions of suprise at his words. 

“T am a politician and a Mberal,”’ he re- 
sumed, “but before all I am a soldfer, 
and if it should become necessary, I will 
defenc ,our institutions and parliament.” 

Seno. Romero rejoined: 

“I take note of the declarations of the 
minister of war on the subject of a dicta- 
torship.”’ 

General Weyler’s speech largely occu- 
pied public attention in view of the pos- 
sibility that he may become premier if 
Senor Sagasta, whose health is indiffer- 
ent, shouid find it necessary to retire. 

Kl Imparcial remarks that ‘a dark 
cloud enshrouds General Weyler since the 
debate.”’ 

After attacking Senor Silvela, the con- 
servative leader, for advocating an al- 
liance between Spain and France, Senor 
Romero attacked General Weyler for in- 
specting the forts in the neighborhood of 
Gibraltar without due cause. He said 
that these actions were “imprudent and 
dangerous, as tending to c¥eate an appre- 
hension in a powerful country which has 
always advocated Spanish predominange 

Morocco.”

Manila, October 24—The constabulary 
report a fight with insurgents:near Passi, 
province of Iloilo, island of Panay, in 
which twenty-five insurgents were killed 
and three captured, together with a quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition. 

The news from General Hughes regard- 
ing conditions in the tsland of Cebu is 
encouraging. Lorega has surrendered 
with his entire force and one cannon and 
seven rifies, while General Hughes is ne- 
gotiating for the surrender of Maxilot, 
who styles himself “Governor politico 
militari.”’ His surrender will mean the 
pacification of the province. 

Lack of food and harassing effects of 
the aggressive tactics now pursued by the 
American forces are, having their influ- 
ence upon the natives. In many places 
where rice is doled put by the govern- 
ment only enough is given for one meal, 
so that it is hardly possible for any large 
quantity to find its way to the insurgents. 

It is believed that the recent manifes- 
tations in the island of Samar were chief- 
ly due to the lack of food, the insurgents 
finding it necessary to make outlets to the 
coast to obtain this.

HIM MEET DEATH BRAVELY 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 27.—The Asso- 
ciated Press is made the medium of the 
last message from the father of Leon 
Czolgosz, the condemned assassin, who 
will pay the penalty for his terrible crime 
in Auburn prison next Tuesday morning. 
In @h interview this afternoon the elder 
Czolgosz was asked what he had to say 
finally to his unfortunate son. 

The old man’s eyes filled with tears as 
he replied deliberately: - 

“Tell Leon that I hope that he may rest 
in peace; that he will become reconciled 
to God, and will meet his end bravely. 
Tell him that as much as I and all of our 
family regret his most unhappy plight, 
that we can do nothing to interfere; that 
he alone is responsible for his unfortu- 
nate position and that he: must meet his 
punishment as a consequence.”’ 

Further conversation elicited the infor- 
mation that the purpose of the visit of 
Waldeck Czolgosz to Auburn is to ar- 
range for the dispositien of the body af- 
ter the law’s mandate has been carried 
out. Up to this afternoon no communica- 
tion has been received by the elder Czol- 
gosz from Waldeck, and this is taken to 
mean that the father’s presence is.not 
desired at the death scene. The entire 


| 


arrangement of the after part of the law’s 
course are in Waldeck’s hands, and what 
steps he will take is a matter of uncer- 
tainty. The expense of conveying the 
body from Auburn to Cleveland is one of 
the considerations that causes hesitancy 
in the announcement of definite final ar- 
rangements. 

Paul Czolgosz, the father, stated that 
there was some fear of mutilation or 
other undesirable occurrence at some time 
or other if the body should be broyght 
to Cleveland immediately after the elec- 
trocution, This fear has led to the con- 
sideration of cremating the body at Buf- 
falo or some other city where a crema- 
tory is available. Some anonymous com- 
munications to the Czolgosz family have 
mentioned the fact that the body might 
be valuable as a scientific object to med- 
i¢al people, and would bring a good sum 
of money, but further than hints no defi- 
nite offer has been made. It was stated 
that such an offer would be distasteful 
to the family of the assassin and would 
considered.

Father Crowley was 
warned repeatedly to desist, but finally 
Archbishop Feehan lost patience and 
compelled him to resign his pastorate. 
An hour later Father Crowley withdrew 
the resignation, but it had already been 
accepted by Chancellor Barry and it was 
made absotute. 

Then Father Crowley started legal pro- 
ceedings to keep his successor out of the 
pastorate and renewed his attacks on 
Bishop Muldcon. A week ago Cardinal 
Martinelli, the papal delegate at Wash- 
ington, came to Chicago and took final 
action. He gave Father Crowley a choice 
uf two things—to make humble penance 
and accept without protest a ‘ife within 
the confines of a monastery cr to be di4 
missed forever from the rights and privi- 
leges of the Catholic church. 

Father Crowley was given until 6 o'clock 
Saturday. night to decide, and as nothing 
was heard from him an order of excom 
munication was sent today by Archbishup 
Feehan to every pastor in the diocese.

MYSTERY. TO BE THROWN 
AROUND DEATH CHAMBER 


Every Precaution Taken to Avoid 
Notoriety—Body of Assassin 
May Not Be Given to His 
Family—Czolgosz Seems 
Indifferent. 


Auburn, N. Y., October 27—The time that 
Leon F. Czolgosz, assassin of President 
McKinley, has to live is reckoned by 
hours now, but there has been no relax- 
ation of the stringent rule under which 
the prisoner has been secluded since his 
confinement. Auburn prison was closed 
today to anyone who sought the assassin, 
and so it will remain until the prisoner 
has paid the penalty which the law ex- 
acts. In fact, the plan to deprive Czol- 
gosz living of any notoriety has been ex- 
tended to deprive Czolgosz dead of noto- 
riety. 

Immediately after the execution the 
clothing of the murderer, with the vast 
accumulation of ma§ that came to the 
prison for him, will be burned, and if pos- 
sible, the request of the parents of the 
dead man for his remains will be evaded. 
It is feared that the removal of his body 
to Cleveland would lead to scenes of an 
unfortunate nature, and the prison om- 
cials are very anxious to avoid anything 
of the kind. The plan of burning the 
clothing and letters of the murderer will 
prevent the exhibition of relics by those 
who pander to the morbid. 

The hour of 7 on Tuesday morning is 
the time set by Warden J. W. Head for 
the execution. 

Various reports changing that time have 
gone through Auburn today and tonight. 
One rumor places the time at 7 o'clock 
tomorrow, but that is diseredited by the 
fact that Superintendent of State Prisons 
Collins will not arrive here until 3 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon, and none of the reg- 


ularly «summoned witnesses has yet 


reach Auburn. 
Death Chair Is Tested. 

The chair in which Czolgosz will sit to 
receive the deadly electrical shock was 
examined today and tested by State Elec- 
trician E. F. Davis, and is ready for the 
part that it is to play in the final scene 
of the great national tragedy. Davis 
carefully examined the wiring, switch 
board and electrodes, and satisfied him- 
self that they were in good condition. 
He also inspected the dynamos in the 
prison shop where the current is gener- 
ated, and, at his direction, the current 
was for a brief period sent pulsating in- 
to the death house as it wil! go on Tues- 
day. 

Electrician Davis will look the appara- 
tus over again tomorrow and review with 
the prison officials the plan under which 
the sentence of death is to be carried out. 
Czolgosz will be the fifty-ninth man in 
the state and the fifteenth at Auburn 
prison at whose electrocution Davis has 
applied the current. 

The death warrant has not yet been 
read to the prisoner, but it is believed 
that it will be tomorrow. The general 
practice is to read this paper some time 
after the commencement of the period for 
execution designated by the court. That 
period in this case commenced at mid- 
night tonight. 

The firm purpose of Superintendent Col. 
lings and Warden Mead to avoid even the 
appearance of sensationalism in tus case 
is demonstrated by an incident in connec- 
tion with one of the principal witnesses. 
Dr. Carlos F. McDonald, of New York, 
a former president of the state lunacy 
commission, is to be the principal attend- 
ing physician at the execution. He was 
one of the allenists who examined Czo}- 
g0sz in Buffalo and pronounced the pris- 
oner sane 

Doctor Asked for Brain. 

He has been very anxtlous to take away 
with him from the autopsy the assassin's 
brain for purposes of microscopical ex- 
amination. A few days ago Dr. MceDon- 
ald ha@ a talk with Superintendent Col- 
lins and dsked him to allow him, after 
autopsy, to take the brain to New 
York city for examination. Mr. Collins 
i to him: 

“voctor, I have planned to make this 
execution an example of mystery that 
any attempt of sensation- 
alism. I cannot allow anything to go 
away from the prison that will in any 
way continue this man's identity for no- 
tcriety. You may stay at the prison for 
a week if you will and examine any por- 
tion of the anatomy you please, but my 
present plan is not to allow any portion 
of the man, his clothing or even the let- 
ters he received to leave this place.” 

Dr. McDonald replied: 

“I would like to have taken the brair 
away, but I am frank to say that you are 
absolutely right in the matter. If I de- 
sire to make any examination I will do it 
in the prison.’’ : 

The plar of Superintendent Collins is 
heartily acquiesced tn by Warden Mead, 
and it is understood that an unrepealed 
law has been found that will allow the 
warden to refuse any request for Czol- 
gosz's body, from even his relatives, and 
wil! give the warden the privilege of dis- 
posing of it. In that event within two 
hours after the execution, unless Dr. Mc- 
Donald cares to make an analysis of the 
brain, Czolgosz’s body, clothes, letters 
and everything reminiscent of him in the 
prison will bé disposed of; the body of 
the assassin will be buried in quick lime 
and the clothes, letters and packages 
will be consumed by fire. And this is not 
al. Warden Mead, with Superintendent 
Collins’ approval, has decided that for

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the next thirty-six hours preceding the 

execution of Czolgosz not one word of his 

condition or actions shall be given 

from the prison. In other words, the many 

beginning from midnight, practically 

dead, so far as the public is concerned.

When his death is accomplished War- 
den Mead will give out a brief state- 
ment of the prisoner's last hours, includ- 
ing any confession he may make. The 
result of the autopsy will also be given 
cut by the warden. 

At the execution on Tuesday Dr. Carlos 
F. McDonald, of New York, and Prison 
Physician Gerin will be the attending 
physicians and the priests, if any are re- 
quested by Czolgosz. will be the two 
Polish ones that have heretofore visited 
him. State Comptroller Knight, of Buf- 
falo, has been asked to foreman of 
the official jury and will be here. The 
rest of the jury of twelve men is made up 
of prominent individuals including some 
other state officials. 

Governor Odell has sent word that he 
particularly desires that this execution 
be conducted with little display of 
notoriety as possible. 

The prison officials rather anticipate a 
visit from the aged father Czolgosz 
tommorrow. Waldeck (‘zoleosz, broth- 
er of the assassin, called 
prison today. but 
Warden Mead, who is ill. was in bed and 
the chief keeper would not take the re- 
sponsibility of admitting him. He wiil 
very likely call again tomorrow. It js 
possible not one of the Polish priests 
will visit Czolgosz tomorrow, but there is 
still a question about the final reconcilia- 
tion of the prisoner with the church itn 
which he was baptized. He maintains the 
stoliditv and indifference which have 
marked his conduct since his arrest. 
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MINISTER REVIEWS’ CRIME. 


Rev. J. Kinsey Smith Preache's n 
Forceful Sermon in Louisville. 

Louisville, Kv... October 27.—(Spectal.)— 
The large number of murders recently 
caused the Rev. J. ‘Kinsey Smith, the 
leading Presbyterian pastor of the city. 
to deliver a forceful sermon on “Crime 
and Criminals in Louisville.”” He referred 
to the fact that of thirty-two murderers 
last year, not counting homicides, etc., 
only two were punished, while of four- 
teen this vear none have been punished. 
He said it was safer to kill vour neighbor 
here than to kill your neighbor's dog. 
He pronounced human life more sacred 
in Afghanistan than Kentucky, and said 
that more murders are committed in 
Louisville than London, in Kentucky than 
Great Britain, and in the United States 
than all Europe, omitting Turkey and 
Italy.

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YANKEES INVADE RUSSIA 


Propose to Buy All Street Railways 
of St. Petersburg. 


DEAL INVOLVES MILLIONS 


Proposition Favorably - Received by 
the Press—City Owns Several 
Lines. 


St. Petersburg, October 15.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)—The 
offer of Murray A. Verner, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., to buy all the municipal and private 
street railways of St. Petersburg, intro- 
duce electrical traction and organize a 
complete sysem of electric railways, has 
been received very favorably by the local 
press. The city owns three lines and a 
number of otNer lines are owned and op- 
erated by two private companies. The 
city has begun legal proceedings against 
these companies with a view to unifying 
all the surface traction companies, and 
Mr. Verner's offer stipulates that the city 
shall turn the private lines over to him 
when the matter has been litigated. 

Mr. Verner’s proposal is, briefly stated, 
to organize a company under the laws of 
Russia with a capital stock of 52,000,000 
roubles, and the right to issue bonds to 
the same amount. He states that he and 
his friends can supply the money. He 
would agree to complete the transforma- 
tion of all existing lines into electrical 
lines within four years from the date of 
the franchise, and would so arrange the 
traffiC that no needless change pf cars 
would take place in going to and from 
the center of the*city. He would employ 
girder ralis weighing 96 pounds (English) 
to the lineal yard, except In the suburbs, 
where 80-pound rails would be used. 
Overhead trolley wires would be employed 
but the insulated copper feed wire would 
be carried in conduits. Double-deck cars 
would be abolished and replaced with 
three separate classes. The platform of 
the winter cars will be closed. Bridgeg 
will be widened and strengthened where 
necessary at the corfipany’s expense, and 
the company offers the Neva, near the 
palace, to replace the present wooden 
structure, the cost of the bridge to be de- 
ducted from the annual compensation 
payments. This is a point of great im- 
portance to the city, which is consider- 
ing the issue of bonds for this purpose.

Dispatches from South Africa Fixed 
_for Stock Jobbers. 


TRICK KNOWN TO PUBLIC 


As a Result There Is Nothing Doing 
in “Africans’—The Outgo of 
Gold. 


London, October 27.—The stock ex- 
change had another dull experience last 
week, without an appreciably bright out- 
look for the near future. The money 
market was the most interesting feature 
of the situation. The threatened drain of 
gold to Paris materialized, and the open 
market rate responded, advancing from 
2% to 3, a considerable quantity of gold 
taken out of the bank creating some pop- 
ular demand, and an increase in the offi- 
clal rate of discount. 

In view of the fact that the gold re- 
serve is now under £25,000,000 an advance 
in the rate is very probable, but there 
is nothing to Indicate when it will be 
made. The same factors which deterred 
Speculation in the week previous conttn- 
ued to operate last week. Chief among 
these was the South African situation, 
every heavily censored cable from that 
point being eagerly scanned in the hope 
of favorable developments, but in most 
instances without result. 

An instance of the way South African 
news is being ‘‘doctored’’ for the benefit 
of the public and the stock exchange was 
afforded when the papers all announced 
in Targe headlines that one British col- 
umn had brought in 250 prisoners to 
Klerksdorp, October 17. Following this 
sensation was a Cape Town message say- 
ing that the net result of sweeping oper- 
ations by four or five British columns 
through the Rustenburg region during the 
five months prior to October 17 had been 
the capture of 260 fugitives, 37 of whom 
had guns. 

The public, however, remains aloof 
from the stock exchange, leaving the pro- 
fessionals to scalp fractions out of one 
another. 

Home rails continued fairly firm during 
the week, and Americans furnished some 
interest, rising in response to New York 
quotations; but there was little actual 
trading. Consols, alWays a reliable ba- 
rometer, fell 1°1-16 points. 

Outlcok Brighter in Germany. 

Berlin, October 27.—Last week the 
Boerse had a quiet and uneventful expe- 
rience with no considerable changes of 
quotations in any department. The week 
began. with an announcement of a divi- 
dend of 4 per cent, as against 5 by the 
Italian Mediterranean railway, and a 
Austrian Southern 
railway would undergo a reorganization 
by members, of which the holders of its 
3 per cent obtainings would sustain loss. 
As the Germans have large holdings in 
both lines, the incidents cavSed a declin- 
ing tendency. Nevertheless, this was ul- 
timately overcome and the general tone 
was fairly firm, although transactions 
remained within the narrowest limits. 

Several weeks now having passed with- 
out fresh revelations of business in the 
street, the opinion is gaining ground that 
the most critical stage of the economic 
disease has been passed. Accordingly in- 
dustrial securities fairly maintained quo- 
tations throughout the week. Although 
the Cologne Volks Zeitung denies that 
the German iron industry shows the 
slightest improvement in any branch, the 
most recent sales in Great Britain andl 
the United States have made a good im- 
pression. ; 

Referring to the situation in the United 
States The Frankfurter Zeitung says: 

“It is a favorable factor for our indus- 
try that the American iron works are 
unusually well employed and able to take 
further orders. Naturally this reduces the 
sharp competition of the United States 
in the markets of the world, and gives 
to German industry a freer field. 

“It is striking that German workers 
have secured a large order in Cuba which 
is a natural market for the United States. 
However, the fact should be emphasized 
that the price which the German manu- 
facturers conceded leaves little if any 
profit.”’ : 

American railroad shares were firmly 
held throughout the week until yesterday, 
when they were heavily offered in conse- 
quence of the latest advices from New 
York. 

The monthlv settlement has begun un- 
der easy money conditions. The private 
rate of discount fell yesterday to 2% per 
cent. C&il ioans were offered abundantly 
at 2 per cent and less, while money for 
the monthly settlement commands from 
8% to 3% per cent in New York and Lon- 
don. Paris exchange showed a further 
advance on the week. 

The foreign trade statistics for Septem- 
ber show imports aggregating 3.93,539 
tons, or a decrease of 3/6,197 tons, and ex- 
ports 2,785,755 tons, or an increase of 72,- 
126 tons. The pig iron output for Sep- 
tember was 625.220 tons as against 717,100 
tons. 

The Berlin corporation of merchants, 
after a stormy meeting, voted to accept 
the plan of the government for transfer- 
ring the organization into a chamber of 
commerce. 

Manchester Market Unsatisfactory. 

Manchester, October 27.—Last week's 
market was generally unsatisfactory. 
with a turn over below the average. Any 
improvement in the demand will encour: 
age spinners and manufacturers to make 
a serious effort to improve margins. 
Cloth offers from India and other points 
were on a lower level, making negotia- 
tions extremely difficult. Indeed, the bids 
were scarcely entertained and consequent- 
ly sales were small.

ROBBER FOILS ~ 
HIS PURSUERS 


Wild Chase After an Alleged 
Bandit Through the Streets 
of Nashville, 


HE CLUBBED DETECTIVES 
AND SHOT BLOODHOUNDS 


— 


Impressed an Ice Wagon, Buggy 
and Saddle Horse in Making 
His Escape—Believed To 
Be a Train 
Robber. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 27.—A desper- 
ate man fought his way clear of two city 
detectives here today, and after a thrill- 
ing’ chase made good his escape. In his 
race for liberty he utilized a two-horse 
wagon team, a horse and buggy and a 
riding horse, all forcibly taken. while two 
dead bloodhounds mark the first portion 
of his trail. 

Officers believe the man is one of the 
gang that held up the Great Northern 
express near Tagnor, Mont., last June, 
his attempt to get change for a $20 bill of 
the series secured in that robbery attract- 
ing the attention of the police to him. 

About’ 10:30 this morning a rawboned 
man, about 5 feet 10 inches high, with 
florid complexion, offered the bill in pay- 
ment of a small purchase made in a store 
house on the public sauare. Diffleutty mn 
making the change caused the saresman 
to closely notice the bill, which proved 
to be on the Montana bank. The police 
were quietly notified, the clerk meanwhile 
delaying the matter of change. 

Drew Pistol on Officers. 

Detectives Dwyer and Dickens were 
goon on hand, and approaching the man 
demanded his name. 

“Ferguson,’’ was the reply, and after 
another question or two Detective Dwyer 
informed the man that he was under ar- 
rest. Quick as_a flash Ferguson had a 
revolver in each ‘hand, and started for the 
door. A hand to hand fight ensued, both 
officers grappling with the stranger, who 
proved more than a match for them. Us- 
ing his pistols as clubs he fought his way 
to the door and fied down the street. 

A passing ice wagon caught his atten- 
tion, and the three negro occupants were 
scon out of his way. ‘then, at a fire en- 
gine clip, the wagon was headed across 
the Cumberland river bridge into East 
Nashville, a fusillade of shots follow- 
ing it. 

Out Woodland street went the flying 
team. but a sudden turn into birst street 
brought it tq grief. One of the horses 
fell and broke his leg, but the fugitive 
was not to be d@layed. Running across 
First street he held up an old negro who 
was driving by in a buggy, and the flight 
was continued. 

Killed the Bloodhounds. 

Out into the commons he sped. Once 
the buggy overturned, but was quickly 
righted. Finally the tired horse was 
abandoned and after a dive into Shelby 
park on foot the sapposed bandit secured 
another horse hitched at a point near the 
park. Then after a sensational ride the 
horse was left and the flight continued on 
foot. Further out pursuers found two of 
their bloodhounds shot to death, a short 
distance apart, and after that trace of 
the man was lost. 

The sheriff with a large posse is out 
tonight scouring the country for the miss- 
ing man. When the buggy was abandon 
ed the man threw away a wallet contain- 
ing $1,040 in $10 and $20 bills of the Mon- 
tana bank. Chief of Police Curran now 
has the money. 

The robber is believed to be in Shelby 
bottom, which is inclosed by a big bend 
in the river, and unless he swima the 
Cumberland he will certainly be cap- 
tured. 

The Woman Won’t Talk. 

The woman, Annie Rogers, alias Maude 
Willlams. arrested here some days ago 
with Montana bank bills in her posses- 
sion, is still held at police headquarters. 
Every effort of the officials to induce her 
to talk of herself has proved a failure 
and she is now as much of an enigma as 
she was the day she was apprehended for 
attempting to pass the bills under suspi- 
cien.

Nacogdoches, Texas, October 28.—

for rangers. Intelligence reached here to- 
cay that about eighty members of the 
Wall faction hac assembled at Tohe, Sa- 
bine county, and were making prepara- 
tions to march on San Augustine for the 
purpose of avenging the death of the 
six Walls who have been killed on the 
borders, the latest killing being that of 
Eugene Wall last week. Th. opposing 
factions have been armed ever since the 
killing, and the news from Sabine county 
causes the partisans of the other fac- 
tion to take steps so that no surprises 
could be worked on them.

WATER WORKS IN CHARLESTON. 


Baltimore Company is Ready to In- 
augurate the System. 
Charleston, 8. C., October 27.—(Special.) 
The Mercantile Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany of Baltimore has secured options 
on the Charleston Waterworks company 
and several thousand eecres of land at 
Ten Mile Hill, and will undertake to 
finance a scheme by which the city will 
be supplied with a new water system. 
Negotiations have been pending for sev- 
eral weeks, and today the principal own- 
ers of the waterworks signed an option 
good for ninety days. The water sources 
at Ten Mile Hill have been examined 
very carefully, and the most thorough in- 
vestigation wil be had before the Balti- 
more company takes actual control of 
the property here. The .promoters are 
confident that a five million gallon daily 
supply can be found, and if this proves to 
be correct a new plant costing $1,500,000 
will be erected. The purchase of the 
stock and consolidated mortgage bonds 
and the waterworks company is planned 
by the Baltimore syndicate. The first 
mortgage 5 per cent bonds amuuniting to 
$137,000 will be retired. The capital stock 
of the company is $200,000, and this, with 
the consolidated mortgage bonds amount- 
ing tu about $300,000, new held principaily 
in Charleston, will be acquired. Business 
men here believe that the deal will be 

consummated.

RUSSIAN CHURCH IS STIRRED 


By an Address In Favor of Freedom 
of Conscience. 

St. Petersburg, October 27.—An im- 
mense sensation has been created here by 
the address with which M. A. Stdkho- 
vich, marshal of the nobility of the prov- 
ince of Orel, greeted the missionary con- 
gress at Orel. Mr. Stakhovich boldly 
preached freedom of conscience, tolera- 
tion of the dissidents, and other arch- 
heresies with which nobles and officials 
are popularly supposed to be tainted. The 
speech has been printed by the paper of 
Prince Ouhtomsky, which appears to have 
more than common courage, and has call- 
ed forth a storm of protest from the or- 
thodox priests to whom he spoke and 
from the whole reactionary press. Mr. 
Stakhovich stated the orthodox faith was 
strong enough to be able to dispense with 
the police and that it was time to permit 
everybody to seek and preach salvation 
after his own fashion. ‘The present sys- 
tem of conversion was characterized as 
barbarous and worse than useless.

Denied Seeing Them, Kennedy Kill- 
ed Wife and Suicided. 
Chicago, October 27.—Because he was 
denied the sight of his two little children, 
James Kennedy, a laborer, today mur- 
dered his wife ad killed himself. The 
couple were married twelve years ago, 
but quarreled recently and separated. 
Kennedy called on his wife today and 
asked to gee the children. Fearing that 
he meant to take them away from her, 
she told him they had gone to church. 
In a few minutes, however, when they 
heard their father’s voice, they came 
running from a bed room where they had 
been hidden by their mother. This en- 
raged Kennedy, and, pulling out a re- 
volver, he fired three shots at his wife, 
killing her. He then turned the revolver 
on himself, and, when found a few min-

Statement is Issued by the 
Citizens Relative to the 
Situation. 


MEMBERS OF THE UNION 
ONCE MORE AT WORK 


But the Leaders Have Not Declared 
the Strike Off, Though‘ They 
Have No Followers—Plain 
Statement by 
Citizens. 


Tampa, Fla., October 27.—The follow- 
ing statement was issued tonight by cit- 
izens relative to the strike situation here: 

“The strike of cigar makers known as 
the Resistencia union, is practically a 
thing of the past. The strike has not been 
declared off by the leaders of the organ- 
ization, but the mass of the members 
have done so. A census of the cigar 
makers actually at work during the week 
just closed shows that there are 1,377. In 
addition to these there are abouse five hun- 
dred persons employed in various other 
departments of the factories. These fig- 
ures are given out after a careful census 
has been taken of those who are at work. 
The factories all have pickers and pack- 
ers, selecters and strippers, and every de- 
partment is running well. 

“There is plenty of work here at the 
best prices for all who desire it, and 
many of the factories are working night 
and day, the men having no limit. The 
number of cigar makers at work, as 
shown by the census, fs positive evidence 
now that so far as a strike is concerned 
none exists, and the statements made to 
the contrary by men who try to be leaid- 
ers are untrue. There are very few idle 
cigar makers in the city, they having de- 
cided that as there was never a question 
of wages, to return to their places and 
end the strike. There is every indication 
that the number at work the last week 
will be added to this week by every per- 
son able to make cigars during the com- 
ing week. No men who have returned to 
work have been molested in any manner, 
and all afforded whatever protection they 
need, but now there is no necessity for 
guards at any of the factories, and busi- 
ness is progressing smoothly. The thir- 
teen hundred cigar makers now at work 
are making immense pay rolls every week 
and are happy.” 


MOUNTAINS ARE IN FLAMES. 


Scores of Persons Fleeing from Their 
Doomed Homes. 

Uniontown, Pa., October 27.—The west- 
ern slope Lehigh mountains through Fay 
ette county are ablaze from the Yough 
river throvgh {nto West Virginia, and 
mountaineers are fleeing from their 
doomed homes with their families, Care- 
less hunters started a dozen fires during 
the past week and the brush is as dry 
as tinder. Streams that were never 
known to go dry are now without water, 
and only a drenching rain will stop the 
swiftly spreading destruction.

NOT AS HEAVY AS LAST YEAR. 


Farmers About Americus Are Sell- 

ing Their Cotton as a Rule. 
Americus, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
With three weeks more of fair weather 
the cotton crop in this section will be 
gathered and marketed unless the season 
for maturing of late bolls is very greatly 
prolonged. It is estimated that two- 
thirds of the crop has been gathered al- 
ready. Many farmers about Americus are 
selling their cotton as fast as it is mar- 
keted, preferring 7 cents or better to 
possibly lower prices later in the season, 
though other farmers will hold and take 
the chances of a rise in price, which they 
think an early frost may cause. The 
Americus warehouses have received 16,000 
bales to date, which is possibly 7,000 bales 
short of receipts at this date last season. 
With press receipts included, the totai 
receipts in Americus to date will probably 
exceed 30,000 bales. 


THREE MOONSHINE OUTFITS. 
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Revenue Officers Make a Successful 
Raid Near Americus. 

Americus, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
Revenue officers made a successful raid 
yesterday in the country west of Ameri- 
cus and captured three moonshing out- 
fits, one of them a very fine copper still 
The raid was wholly unexpected and 
cause consternation among the good 
people of that neighborhood, who 
were surprised to learn that whis- 
ky was being made there. The offi- 
cers did not succeed in capturing any 
of the moonshiners, but wrecked the out- 
fits and carried away the copper still. 
Sumter is a dry county, to all intents and 
purposes, though many blind tigers are 
operated successfully here and it is not 
unlikely that some of the blockade booze 
was made at the distilleries wrecked yes- 
terday.

The agricultural features 
proposed in connection therewith will be 
excellent indeed.

THE SELECTION OF KOESTER 
DOESN’T SUIT REPUBLICANS 


Charleston, S. C., October 27.—(Special.) 
The appointment of George R. Koester 
as collector of internal revenue for the 
district of South Carolina has stirred 


up a veritable political hornet’s nest 
here. Republican leaders are livid with 
rage over the matter, and they are 
swearing all kinds of vengeance against 
Senator McLaurin and the administrative 
influences which accomplished the hu- 
miliation of their party and some of its 
most worthy membefs. They declare 
that they had accepted in good faith 
President Roosevelt's assertion that he 
would only resort to the ranks of gold 
democracy for appointees when the re- 
publican timber presented was not avail- 
able. Their contention in the present 
instance is that he has turned down 
men of his own party who have the 
regard and confidence of democrats as 
well as republicans in order to prefer a 
man who has changed his principles a 
half score times within the decade, and 
who is without serious consideration in 
any faction or following. The announce- 
ment from Washington that Koester is a 
prominent “gold” and ‘“independent’”’ 
democrat is regarded by the average 
South Carolinan as a fake. George R. 
Koester was born here of humble pa- 
rentage something less than forty years 
ago. He acquired some education as a 
Baptist ministerial student but aban- 
doned the cloth before he had donned 
it for a repotorial position with The 
Charleston World, a morning paper 
which affected advocacy of the radical 
measures in state politics upon which 
B. R. Tillman subsequently rode into 
power. In the bitter factional cam- 
paigns of 1890 and 1892 Koester was of 
the faction that idolized Tillman and ad- 
vocated the principles of the Farmers’ 
Alllance—free silver, government owner- 
ship of railway and telegraph lines and 
the sub-treasury. When The World dis- 
continued publication he found employ- 
ment with The Register, at Columbia, 
another organ of the alliance and the 
Tillmanites. His work during the next 
few years was of the most populistic 
sort. He supported Tillman and every- 
thing that Tillman represented with an 
ardor and loyalty which knew no bounds. 
When the pitchfork statesman anban- 
doned state for. federal politics, Koester 
joined himself to the following of Mc- 
Laurin, who at that time was a rabid 
Bryan democrat. This was about the 
period when the then Congressman Mec- 
Laurin drew up a proclamation to the 
democratic voters of South Carolina de- 
claring that his and their principles were 
those of the populist party and that 
it was folly for them not to throw off 
the cloak under which they had obtained 
control of South Carolina and announce 
themselves in their true colors. It is a 
matter of common repute that he tried 
to obtain for this paper the support of 
Congressmen A. C. Latimer, T. J. Strait 
and Jasper Tolbert. Koester worked 
with and for him through this little epi- 
sode. Recent years have seen the newly 
appointed collector of internal revenue 
a thick and thin advocate of every- 
thing Senator McLaurin has proposed—a 


and principles, landing him finally in a 
republican office as a “prominent gold 
democrat.” 

In these circumstances it is small won- 
der the strict party republicans consider 
themselves hardly used by President 
Roosevelt. They say it is simply pre- 
posterous to talk of building up a ‘“Tre- 
spectable” republican party upon such 
lines. Among the men they themselves 
put forward for the place of collector 
were Dr. V. P. Clayton and Colonel John 
F. Jones. As a matter of personal repute 
and standing in the state, Koester is not 
to be compared with either of them. 
These men have never been offensive 
partisans, and they have always en- 
joyed the fullest confidence and respect 
of the white democrats. These party 
leaders add that the Koester appoint- 
ment will simply weaken the old organi- 
zation without lending credit or serious 
support to the new movement, Of course 
they give the president credit for honest, 
disinterested motives; but they marvel 
at the manner in which he has allowed 
himself to be imposed upon. McLaurin 
has discharged a political debt of long 
standing, but Koester is not the char- 
acter of man who will lend either luster 
or force to the new democracy which 
McLaurin is advocating. The whole gist 
of the claim of the republicans is found 
in the words of one of their leaders who 
is a holder of a high federal office: 

“The president,” he said, “has been 
the victim of a political bunco game; he 
has bought a gold brick for McLaurin, 
for himself and for us. The Koester ap- 
pointment will retard the very move- 
ment the president wishes to foster. De- 
claring that he would select only men 
of public credit and repute, he has gone 
Outside of his own party to name a man 
who has bandied his services about among 
every political faction, local and federal, 
the state has known in a decade. I 
recognize the necessity of drawing white 
men of ability and character into the 
republican party in the south. When 
Mr. Roosevelt announced his intention to 
select the best men for office irrespective 
of party affiliations, I was one of those 
who applauded most cheerfully and loud- 
ly. But I took the matter seriously and 
in good faith, expecting to see strong 
men named. I did not bargain for this— 
the turning down of our own best men 
in behalf of one who is no loss to his 
former associates and who cannot bring 
an iota of influence to us. Just how it 
was done I don’t know, but Mr. Roose- 
velt has been imposed upon most shame- 
fully.’ 

This is a conservative expression of 
local republican feeling over the Koester 
appointment. It is expected that the 
state republican organizations will take 
the matter up at once and see if some 
means cannot be found for rectifying 
the serious blunder it thinks has been 
made. A fight against Koester’s con- 
firmation is highly probable. 

The opponents of McLaurin in the 
meantime are jubilant. They declare 
that one of the’ best federal plums that 
could have been given him has- been 
practically thrown away upon an ap- 
pointee who can in no wise strengthen

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BIG ENGINES AT COLUMBUS 


Two Immense Machines Reach the 
City on the Chattahoochee. 


FOR BIRMINGHAM BRANCH 


Locomotives Are the Largest Ever 
Seen in That Section of the 
State, 


Columbus, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
The three biggest engines ever seen in 
this section of the country have been re- 
celved by the Central of Georgia railway 
shops here for use on the company’s line 
between Columbus and Birmingham, 
where the traffic has grown to enormous 
proportions. The engines will be started 
out this week. For some time past the 
work of strengthening and testing all the 
trestles between here and Birmingham 
has been in progress, and all is ready to 
send out the big machines. 

The engines really look more like battle- 
ships than locomotives, and they are 
nearly twice as large as the largest en- 
gine heretofore in service on that 
line. Immense monsters of steel and 
iron, they have created almost a sensa- 
tion among the railroad men, and have 
been the marvel of the day in the shops. 

Each engine, complete, with its ten- 
der, weighs 296,000 pounds. They are 
54 feet long, with the tender included 
The engines appear to be about 15 feet 
high, and what was formerly the largest 
locomotive on the Columbus and Western 
division looks rather insignificant beside 
them. The boiler is so high from the 
ground that a man can stand upright 
under it. The driving rod has a stroke of 
32 inches. The clyinders are 21 by 32 
inches. 

The engines were made at the Cook 
works of the American Locomotive Com- 
pany, Paterson, N. J. They will be sent 
out on the Birmingham line probably this 
week. Each engine has the capacity of 
pulling 1,000 tons, or some 2 cars. The 
engines are four-drivers, and this will do 
away with the ‘double-headers”’ now 
necessary on this line. 

The Central's traffic on the Columbus 
and Western line is something enormous, 
as this is the main line from the Birming- 
ham coal fields to middle Georgia and 
Savannah. The freights have grown to 
such proportions that the former engines 
were deemed insufficient, and the present 
mammoth locomotives were ordered. 


WILL PAY TO MACON $8,000. 


County and City Reach Agreement 
on Hire of Convicts. 

Macon, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)—The 
differences that have existed between the 
city and the county heretofore in the 
matter of the pay for the criminals sent 
to the county chaingang from the record- 
ers court it is stated today have been 
settled. 

For some years past the county has 
been paying the city $2,500 per year for 
this labor, which has amounted to con- 
siderably more than this amount. Some 
months ago the county officials and the 
city officials got together and agreed that 
the city should have more pay for the la- 
bor furnished by the recorder’s court, ang 
the figures were placed at $10,000 per year. 
This amount, at that time, was satisfac- 
tory to all parties concerned. The pres- 
ent board of county commissioners, how- 
ever, thought this amount too much, and 
protested against the county paying $10,- 
000 per year. The present board favored 
$7,000, while the city stuck to its demand 
of $10,000. It is undgrstood that the coun- 
ty commissioners were determined to 
fight the proposition of paying this 
amount, and it looked as if the city would 
stand out to the last. 

It is understood the city will receive 
$8,000 per year for the recorder’s court 
criminals. 

The recorder’s court, presided over by 
Judge M. R. Freeman, transacts much 
business. The fines imposed amount to 
about $3,000 per month. Of this amount 
about one-third is paid into the city treas- 
ury in cash, the balance being worked 
out on the county roads, for which the 
county pays, and served in the city pris- 
on.

MONTGOMERY WILL 
HAVE BULL FIGHT 


License Has Been Secured and the 
Event is Dated. 


OUTSIDE OF STREET FAIR. 


Under the Laws of the State 
There is But One Way to 
Prevent the Contest, Now 
That a Permit Has 
Been Issued. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 27.—(Special.) 
The fall festival, as the street fair is 
called this year, opens tomorrow. A 
pitched battle is going on between the 
management and the “Streets of Mexico” 
company, which has a bull fight among 
its attractions. The advance agent offer- 
ed the street fair $400 cash for the privi- 
lege of showing on a vacant lot within 
the limits which the city has turned over 
to the fair. This the street fair people 
declined on the ground that they did 
not want to insult public opinion and 
mar the festival with a bull fight. The 
bull fight people hired a vacant lot out- 
side the fair limits and on the :main 
street just below the capitol and pro- 
ceeded to erect their arena. The fair 
committee appealed to the council to pro- 
tect fem. The council met only to find 
that the city itself had already licensed 
the show. An ordinance was introduced 
specifically prohibiting bull fights in the 
town, but an alderman objected and it 
had to go over to a regular meeting, 
which will come too late to answer the 
purpose. Then the mayor was appealed 
to, but he can do nothing until he sees 
the show and finds something in it against 
the general law which forbids cruel 
amusements and the like. The last resort 
of the fair committee Its a contention 
that the show is a circus and liable to a 
license of $300 per day, but the show al- 
ready has a license for which it paid only 
$25 for the week. It seems inevitable 
that Montgomery will see at least one 
bull fight before it can be stopped.

Governor Jelks Talks of Booker 
Washington Dinner Incident. 

Montgomery, Ala.. October 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Talking of the Booker WasfRing- 
ton dinner incident today, Governor Jelks 
said:

Judge Simonton was associated figured in 
the proceedings, und because of this fact 
he has ordered che case transferred to 
another judge. There is about $30,000 in- 
volved, and the Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
road company alleges that the attempt 
of the state to collect the taxes is in 
violation of the mandate of the United 
States supreme court, which held that 
the Cherew and Darlington company was 
exempt from all taxes under a special 

statute.

In a recent issue of The Constitution 
mention was made cf a policy written by 
John 8S.

Miller, of Muscogee, fo Intro- 
duce Bills to Use Public 


Properly Fund, 


PROVIDE FOR BOND ISSUE 
TO PAY INTEREST IN 1902 


Bonds To Be Taken Up With $325,- 
880 from the Public Property 
Fund, and Money Oollect- 
ed for Interest Used for 
General Purposes. 


One of the very first things the legisla- 
ture will take up this week will be the 
state’s financial situation, and as the mat- 
ter will involve appropriations in one way 
or another, the legislation must by law 
originate in the house. 

Hon. B. 8. Miller, of Muscogee, will 
start the ball rolling in the house by the 
introduction today of three companion 
bills, carrying out just the ideas set 
forth in the recent_communication of Con- 
gressman W. H. Fleming, of the tenth, 
published in The Constitution. Congress- 
man Fleming was in the city a day or 
two ago and while here Representative 
Miller conferred with him about the mat- 
ter. 

Congressman Fleming assisted Mr. Mil- 
ler in preparing the three bilis on this 
subject which will be presented to the 
house today. They provide for the issu- 
ance of a bond or bonds to pay the in- 
terest on the bonded debt for 1902, the im- 
mediate payment and cancellation of such 
bonds out of the public property fund, 
and the appropriation of the money col- 
lected from taxation for interest to gen- 
era] purposes. This is somewhat on the 
line of the proposal of Chairman Blalock, 
of the house appropriations committee, 
except that he proposed to appropriate 
the public property fund directly to the 
payment of interest instead of first pro- 
viding for a bond issue. 

Attitude of Treasurer. 

Just what stand State Treasurer Park 
will take with regard to this proposal Is 
not known, but it is reported that if the 
matter is put through as Congressman 
Fleming has suggested, he will not fight 
fi in the courts. It is asserted he would 
not submit to a direct appropriation of 
the public property fund to the payment 
of interest without tae supreme court’s 
decision. He is reported, however, t0 


feasible, and while he has not given any 
definite expression with regard to the 
matter it is known he has asked his law- 
yers for an opinion with regard to it. 

Treasurer Park is desirous of seeing 
the situation relieved, and it is said will 
join in carrying out any plan that he be- 
lieves legal. 

There is an abundance of good legal 
opinion to the effect that the interest on 
the bonded debt can be lawfully funded. 
In addition to the views of Congressman 
Fleming, these able lawyers are said to 
have expressed views favorable to such a 
course: The late Hon. N. J. Hammond, 
former Attorney Genera] Clifford Ander- 
son, Justice W. A. Little, formerly at- 
torney general, and Attorney Géneral J. 
M. Terrell. 

Bills to be Introduced. 

It will require the passage of three 
bills to bring about the end aimed at and 
all of these have been prepared and 
will be introduced by Representative Mil- 
ler today. It is probable they will be re- 
ferred to the house appropriations com- 
mittee as they involve important finan- 
cial questions, and it is expected they will 
be reported upon within the next few 
days. In fact, the committee will hold a 
meeting this afternoon and it is likely 
they will be discussed and perhaps some 
conclusion reached at this time. 

The first of these bills in order author- 
izes and directs the governor and treas- 
urer to issue bonds to the total amount 
of $825,880 to pay that portion of the pub- 
lic debt represented by the interest due 
and payable in 1902. Section 1 authorizes 
the issuance and negotiation of the bonds. 
Section 2 provides for the issuance of 
bonds for each installment due in 1902, 
and directs that the total amount may 
be provided for by issuing one bond 
only. Section 3 gives the governor full 
power in the matterg 

The second bill authorizes and directs 
the state treasurer to call in for pay- 
ment and cancellation any and all out- 
standing bonds which are subject to call 
on and after January 1, 1902. It provides 
that the bonds or bond to be issued 
shall be called in not later than five days 
after issue, but can be called in on the 
day of issue if the treasurer sees fit. 
Section 2 appropriates $325,880 out of the 
public property fund for the payment of 
this bond. 

The third bill appropriates the $325,880 
collected by taxation for the payment 
of interest on the bonded debt, to general 
purposes. 

These bills, all of which are brief and 
explicit in terms, constitute the method by 
which it is proposed to relieve the state's 
embarrassment. 


All Seem Agreed. 

It appears to be generally agreed among 
the members of the legislature that the 
use in some manner of the public prop- 
erty fund is the only feasible method 
of getting rid of the deficit in thé state 
treasury. None of the members advocate 
an increase in the tax rate; in fact, 
from the general expressions on the sub- 
ject that is not to be thought of. 

There appears also to be a general sen- 
timent against reducing any of the ap- 
propriations. In any event, certain mem- 
bers declare they will oppose cutting 
down the school fund as recommended 
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have expressed the belief that the plan is.

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by the governor, and they say, too, they 
will not vote to put all pensions on an 
indigent basis. 

From the tenor of these expressions 
the indications are that the use of the 
public property fund in the manner sug- 
gested so as to comply with the consti- 
tution is the only remedy. 

The legislature will undoubtedly get 
down to hard work this week. Consider- 
able business was accomplished in the 
first two days of the session in spite of 
the preliminaries, and the general tenor 
of talk among the members is that there 
is work ahead and it must be done. The 
refusal of the invitation to go to Macon 
was the keynote, it seems, and the peo- 
ple with invitations, it is said, will have 
to make a strong showing of good to the 
state if they expect the legislature to 
take a holiday even on a dies non. 


WOULD ADD TO SCHOOL FUND. 


Miller, of Muscogee, to Press His 


Bill Requiring the Payment 
of Poll Tax. 

Representative B. S. Miller, of Mus- 
cogee, will push to an issue before the 
house at an early date his bill provid- 
ing for an amendment to the constitution 
so as to prohibit the attendance on the 
public schools of the state of all children 
whose fathers do not pay poll tax, the 
law to go into operation in January, 1903. 

It is stated over 42 per cent of tig: ne- 
groes in the state Hable for poll tax do 
not pay it, while the defection among 
the whites in this respect is only about 8 
per cent. It is argued that the financial 
effect of this measure can only be advan- 
tageous. If any large number of children 
should be left out of school, the expenses 
would be reduced by that much; whereas, 
on the other hand, if those who fail to 
pay their poll tax should pay it in order 
to get their children in school, it would 
add just that much more to the school 
fund. It is said the measure will result 
in considerable increase in the school 
fund, 

As the constitution now stands the pub- 
lic schools are open to “‘all children’ be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 18 years. This bill 
proposes to amend paragraph 1, section 
1, article 8, so that it shall read as fol- 
lows: 

“There shall be a thorough system of com- 
mon school: for the education of children in 
the elementary branches of an English educa- 
tion only, as nhearly uniform as practicable, 
the expenses of which shall be provided for by 
taxation or otherwise. Such schools shall be 
free to all the children of the state, except 
the children of such electors who fail from 
and after the first day of January, 1903, to 


pay the poll tax required by the constitution, 
which yment ts thereafter hereby made a 


prerequisite to rticipation =. a he children 
so ‘ong as said electors are living and no 
longer, in the fund provided for such schools, 


but separate schools shall be provided for the 
white and colored races.’

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WAGNER’S WONDERFUL 
~ CREATION, “LOHENGRIN” 


BY WM. T. COMER. 


PRALDED by the prophetic words 
H ef Richter, who voiced a world 
need and a: truth— 

“Hitherto Apollo has 
uted the poetic gift with his right hand, 
the musical with his left, to two persons 
80 widely apart that up to this hour we 
are still waiting for the man who wil! 
create a genuine opera by writing both 
its text and its music.” 

Wagner, christened Wilhelm Richard, 
Was born in Leipsic May 22, 1813. The 
creative impulse in him woke to action 
in early boyhood when he wrote an am- 
bitious tragedy, in which, having killed 
all but one of forty-one characters, he 
was obliged to have some of them come 
back as ghosts in order to save the last 
act from being a monologue. At the age 
of 16 he turned to music, with all of his 
Wonderful energies stimulated by the 
difficulties which it presented. Wagner's 
own ideal conception of operatic power 
Was “‘to raise the strangely potent lan- 
guage of the orchestra to such a height 
that at every instant it may plainly 
manifest to feeling the unspeakable of 
the dramatic situation.’””’ What his keen- 
est critics say he actually achieved was 
to associate themes inseparably with cer- 
tain thoughts so that the words came in- 
variably- to the mind and in the midst of 
all the action make the orchestra speak 
an articulate language, suggest, warn, 
aiarm, melt, threaten or move to tears 
of sympathy or joy—produce, in short, 
that ‘“‘demonic” emotfon, the effect be- 
yond all for which the reason can ac- 
count, the effect which Goethe considered 
the highest achievement of sad 

Tne legends of a nation havgpever been 
&@ source of inspiration to its poets and 
@ach age must have some epic soul to 
Sing them into immortal fame. So Homer 
singe of Grecian heroes and Tennyson of 
England's knightly lore; so Shakespeare 
made all nature into story and made its 
traits familiar things; but grander than 
all these is the wonder achieved by Wag- 
ner in the supreme combinations of po- 
etic thought and mvsical expression that 
jive in his creations. 

Orly by the folk, or in the footsteps of 
the folk, can poetry be made, and each 
Singer of a nation’s lyric history has been 
borne up in the inspiration of interpreta- 
tion by some ecstatic power greater than 
his own pers@nal force, and must confess

As in “Tannhauser,’’ Wagner warns of 
the folly of passion, so in “Lohengrin” 
he pictures the insidious pall of doubt. 

As all folk trace backward to a common 
source, so their story, and in Elsa’s vain 
questioning of Lohengrin we find but a 
repetition of Psyche’s spying watch on 
Cupid, and Eve's fateful hunger for the 
fruit of knowledge. In Lohengrin help- 
less innocence gains through love a man- 
ifestation of the divine mercy, and Loh- 
engrin, a knight of the Holy Grail, 
comes in a swan-drawn boat from his 
inaccessible shrine to rescue a maiden 
in distress. He becomes her husband and 
protector, but Elsa, tempted of evil, puts 
the fata] question; her faith proves in- 
sufficient and her lord returns to the ser- 


‘vice of the grail. 


Only ears attuned to the rolling drums 
of German speech can the full sway and 
power of Wagner’s opera reach, but Eng- 
lish ears may comprehend its forceful 
and brilliant development by mastering 
the story and minding well the motifs 
that foretell, announce and accompany 
each principal character and each potent 
action.

Before 
the combat Lohengrin betroths himself to 
Elisa, naming only the condition that she 
Shall never question him as to his name 
and race. 

She assents and the combat results In 
Telramund’s defeat and disgrace. 

The first act opens upon the scene of 
the assembly of Brabant before the king 
on the banks of the river Scheldt, near 
Antwerp, and is ushered in by the her- 
ald’s sounding of the summons to the 
people referred to as the “king’s call,’’ 
a subdued motif and the first motif of 
the play proper. The summons in the 
sounding dignity of the German words 
“Hort! Fursten, Edle, Freie von Bra- 
bant,”’ calles in the English text: 


‘“‘Hear, nobles, lords and freemen of 
Brabant, 

Henry, ,the king of Germans, hither comes 

With you to parley as the law provides, 


With loyal feeling hear ye his command.”’ 


This motif is followed until the appear- 
ance of Elsa, when are heard the sweet- 
er notes of her own particular motif, the 
second of the opera, sung by the despair- 
ig maid herself— 


“Einsam in truben tagen.”’ 


“Lonely amid my sorrow yearning, I 
call on heaven, 

And forced to prayer the anguish with 
which my heart was riv’n.”’ 


She then relates the vision of the glori- 
ous knight of her dreams, and this pas- 
sage is accompanied by the brilliant motif 
of Lohengrin, graceful, bold and chival- 
rous in portrayal of the knight, spark- 
lingly clad in his white silver armor as 
she had seen him in her dream, 

Elsa sings: 


‘‘In lichter wassen Scheine 
Ein Ritter nahte da, 

So tugendlicher Reine 

Ich keinen noch erash.” 


‘*Equipped in glittering armor 
Then close unto me drew 

A knight of mien angelic, 
The like I never knew.”’

The act closes with the miraculous ap- 
pearance of Lohengrin. 

In the third scene Lohengrin disem- 
barks and in a tender farewell to his 
winged friend introduces the famous 
swan song, the sixth distinct motif of 


the opera— 

‘Nun sei bedankt, mein lieber schwan.”’

“T thank thee now, my lovely swan.’’ 


Then in his betrothal to Elsa just before 
the combat, Lohengrin brings out the 
motif characterized as the ‘Mystery of 
the Name:”’ 


“Elsa, sollich dein gatte heissen.’’ 


“Bisa, should I become thy husband,— 

Should naught the ties that bind us 
break, 

EFhould I defend thy land and people, 
One promise, Elsa, thou must make. 

These questions ask me never, 

Nor think upon them ever:

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PHYSICAL CULTURE WORK 
A FEATURE AT THE TECH 
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DR. W. A. JACKSON. 
Physical Director and Surgeon 
Georgia School of Technology. 
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ITHING illustrates the progress of 
Ne Georgia School of Technology 

better than the great advance which 
the school has made in athletics within 
recent years. 

Last spring the baseball team of the 
Tech won a wide reputation and so far 
their football team has done excellent 
work. In every game the boys have 
worked well and not a single time has the 
white and gold bit the dust. 

The most important feature of the ath- 
letic werk of the school is that done in 
the department of physical culture, which 
is under the direction of Dr. W. A. Jack- 
son. All the members of the apprentice 
class are compelled to take the work of 


this department, no matter whether they 


are interested in athletics or not. 

Dr. Jackson is eminently fitted for this 
position. He is a practicing physician and 
surgeon, and has supervision over the 
physical well being of the students both 
in sickness and health. 

He is a practical athlete and gymnast 
with many years of experience, having 
been associated with Drs. Sargent, of 
Harvard; Anderson, of Yale; Hitchcock, 
of Amherst; Gullick, of New York, and 
many other men who are leaders tn the 
new science of physical culture. 


Dr. Jackson Talks. 

Dr. Jackson considers physical culture 
work an absolute necessity in every col- 
lege. He is enthusiastic over the prog- 
ress of the work at the Tech, and talks 
interestingly of athletic work and espe- 
clally of the work now being done at the 
Tech. To a representative of The Consti- 
tution he said: 

“ "The educated man is he whose body 
as well as mind is the obedient servant of 
his will,’ is the motto of the department 
of physical culture of the Georgia School 
of Technology, and-.upon it is based all 
the work of that department. 

“It is the trained man who has devel- 
oped his body as an organ to perform 
the work it has to do that makes the 
best business or professional man, student 


. 
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or athlete. The human body, whether 
we desire it or not, demands and en- 
forces ite demands more strongly than 
any court in the land is able to do, that it 


| be fed, exercised, bathed and rested. 


“Man may think he can evade these 


| laws of health, but eventually it will be 


forced upon him, either slowly or in the 
form of dyspepsia and gradual loss of 
power or suddenly in some business period 


}-when a demand is made upon his reserve 


strength or in an acute attack of sick- 
ness or accident, that he has exhausted 
his credit and is now in a place when no 
man can help him. Like a boat at sea 
whose decks and cordage are rotten, if 
his engine gives out in a storm while he 
is off a rocky coast, no friend can help 
him. The lines cast to him are of no 
avail, no matter how strong they may be, 
bechuse there is nothing to which they 
can be fastened, and he ends his life a 
wreck, which may float arpund, after the 
storm is over, a derelict, a constant men- 
ace and worry to others, or he may meet 
sudden death because of lack of wisdom 
shown in neglecting his body. 
Necessary to Enjoyment. 

“In order to enjoy life, a man must have 
health and strength, the same is neces- 
sary in order to be truly successful. The 
pon, Rede man is he who succeeds in his 
business, enjoys his work and lives to 
enjoy the results of his labors. 

“The work at the school compels the 
members of the apprentice class to take 
the physical and medical examination. The 
examination consists of strength upon the 
universal dynamometer, lung capacity 
upon the spirometer, measurements of the 
heights, breadths, depths and circumfer- 
ences of various parts of the body; tests 
upon the horizontal bar, horse, parallel 
bars, mats and rings to ascertain his 
skill, strength and endurance. The class 
is then divided into squads according to 
the ability and standing of the various 
men. After the examination each mem- 
ber of the class is furnished with a copy 
of the gymnasium manual for the use of 
the students of the Georgia School of 
Technology, which was written by the 
director of physical culture for the school 
work. The manual. contains printed in- 
structions upon exercise, diet, rest, bath- 
ing, etc., and gives the average measure- 
ment of the American college student, 
compiled from over 10,000 measurements; 
also instructions how to develop every 
part of the body. All this information is 
written clearly and concisely. In addi- 
tion to the above, each man receives indi- 
vidual written instructions as to exercise, 
bathing, etc., td meet his own case. In 
addition to the above, which is known as 
the ‘physical examination,’”’ a medical 
examination of the sight, hearing, con- 
dition of the heart, lungs, etc., is made, 
and a history blank filed to guide in giv- 
ing prescription work. 

“The work does not end with the exam- 
ination, however, as each man in the ap- 
prentice class is compelled to take the 
work of the class, which consists of light 
and heavy gymnastics. This is the work 
for one class. 

“Never before in the history of the 
school has there been as much interest 
and enthusiasm shown by the students in 
athletics, gymnastics and health culture. 
The baseball team, field and track teams 
have begun to train for next year, the 
men who desire to develop their bodies 
are encoyraged to work in the gymnasium 
and those men who desire to take up ad- 
vanced gymnastics receive special atten- 
tion. If the Tech keeps up its interest in 
such work, it will’ soon be sending men 
to compete in the great intercollegiate 
meets that are held yearly, and they will 
not only compete, but they will make, 
not southern intercollegiate records, but 
world records, and at the same time send 
forth a host of strong men mentally, 
morally and physically to win high places 


in the commercial and easi 
world.” - —

She is then approached by the false 
Ortrud, who instills into her mind and 
heart the fatal doubt, which is the ninth 
and last separate motif of the opera. 


“Wohl das ich dich. warne—” 


‘’Tis well that I can warn thee, 
Although the present seems so fair, 
Thou must not let its brightness blind 
thee— 
Thy future weal must be my care.” 


Scenes three, four and five relate the 
adventures of the wedding day, prepara- 
tions for the nuptials, the opposition and 
expulsion of Ortrud and Telramund. 

The third act begins in the richly dec- 
orated nuptial chamber into which en- 
ters the bridal procession escorting the 
newly-wedded pair to the strains of the 
beautiful bridal chorus by Elsa's ladies— 


“Treulichgefuhrt, ziehet dahin’’— 


“Guided by us. thrice happy pair, 
Enter this chamber—’tis love that i{n- 
vites.”’ 


The second scene is an exquisite pic- 
ture of the mutual outpouring of love, at 
first full of beauty and tendernéss, but 
gradually darkening as Ortrud’s insinua- 
tions produce their effect in Elsa’s mind. 
Held in her husband’s arms Elsa mur- 
murs words of love to which he responds 
with ardor; then the fever of curlosity 
possesses her and she asks the. fatal 
question of Lohengrin’s name and origin 
which were interdicted tn their betrothal 
and which parts them now forever. 


Frederick invades the chamber and is 
slain by Lohengrin, who calls Elsa's 
women to robe her and lead her before 
her sovereign to whom he will answer 
in farewell the questions that dissolve 
their union and compel his return to the 
Holy Grall. 

The last scene is upon the field on the 
scheldt, the same as the first. In the 
presence of king and people he reveals 
himself as the son of Parsifal in a 
scena of consummate power— 


‘In fernem land, unnahbar curen 


Schritten’’— 


“On distant shores, which you may never 
visit, 
Rises Mount Monsalvat as upon a throne. 
There stands a temple, which is bright 
forever, 
So glorious naught on earth was ever

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FREIGHT TARIFF CONTESTS. 


Number of Important Cases Before 
Commerce Commission. 

Washington, October 27.—A number of 
hearings of important freight tariff con- 
tests have been arranged by the Inter- 
state commerce commission. 

Two will be held in Chicago early next 
month. On the 6th proximo the com- 
mission will hear the case of the Nationa] 
Hay Association against the Lake Shore 
and other railroads involving the classi- 
fication of hay, that article having been 
raised from class 6 to class 5 in the tariff 
eheets, and on November 8 an investi- 
gation will be made of the grain rates 
from Jlinois to points in the Mississippi 
valley. 

Several important cases are scheduled 
for hearing in this city. -The rates for 
coal from Kanawha and other West Vir- 
ginia mines to Cincinnati, Ohio, are in- 
volved in the case of the Kinyon Coal 
Company against the Chesapeake and 
Qhio railroad. The real issue in this is 
relative to rates made by the railroad 
for coal mined and sold by the railroad 
as against the products of concerns not 
comtrolled by the roads. The commission 
will hear this case November 18.

We 
were treated royally and everything pos- 
sible to Japanese courtesy was done for 
our entertainment.” 

Ensign Woodward served for a short 
while on the Isla de Luzon, the station 
ship at Canton, and afterwards for three 
months on the station. ship Monadnock 
at Iloilo. Leaving there on September 3, 
he reached Manila three days later and 
then sailed for home aboard the mail 
steamship Coptic, arriving in San Fran- 
cisco two days a®ead bd? time. 

The first news of the assassination of 
President McKinley, stated Ensign 
Woodward, reached him at Hong Kong 
on September 9—two days after the un- 
fortunate event—and he heard of the 
death at Nagasaki. TAe dreadful intel]- 
ligence spread consternation among the 
officers and men on the vessel and the 
flag was immediately half masted. 

Ensign Woodward will probably re- 
main in the city for about two weeks, 
after which he will leave for another 
cruise of two and a half years.

CRIMINAL COURT 
CONVENES TODAY 


Judge Candler Will Preside in Old 
Court House Building. 


IS AHEAD 


BUSY SESSION 


Four Murder Cases, Involving Eight 
Defendants, Are on the Dock- 
et, and Among Them Are 
R. A. Keith and Mrs. 
Schlapbach. 


Judge John 8S. Candler will convene the 
eriminal superior court this morning in 
the court room in the old court house. 
The work done on the court room dur- 
ing the past few weeks has greatly im- 
proved it and it now presents a neat 
appearance. 

The session promises to be one of the 
busiest and most important held by the 
crimihal court in some time. There are 
about one hundred cases on the docket 
for trial, and included in the batch are 
a number that have attracted consid- 
erable pubhe interest. Seventy-six of 
the defendants are confined In the Tower, 
while the remainder are out on bond. 

There are four murder cases on the 
docket, involving eight defendants. 
Among these is the case against R. A. 
Keith and Mrs. M. Schlapbach. Keith is 
charged with the murder of Jesse Wall, 
which occurred during the past week, 
and Mrs. Schlapbach, mother in law of 
Keith, is charged with being an acces- 
sory to the crime. The case will likely 
not be called until the latter part of the 
session. 

The cases against Tom Hammond, Os- 
car Hammond, Ike Hammond and Jim 
Irwin, the negroes charged with mur- 
dering Policeman E. H. DeBray last June, 
are also set for trial The other murder 
cases are against Henry B. Lyle, a white 
man, charged with choking to death 
Maggie Rodgers, a negro woman, and 
against Eddie Ridley, a negro, charged 
with the murder of a negro woman. 
The case against Walter C. McLane, 
charged in three cases with embezzle- 
ment, is also on the docket. McLane 
is accused of having misappropriated 
funds of the Bank of Commerce, of 
which concern he was bookkeeper.

Members of Scottish Rite Observe an 
Oid Custom. 

Washington, October 27.—In pursuance 
of established custom the supreme coun- 
cil of Scottish Rite Masons of the south- 
ern jurisdiction now meeting here today 
visited the grave of Albert Pike, for 
years commander of the council, at Oak 
Hill cemetery, where his ashes are mark- 
ed by a large shaft. No special pro- 
gramme had been prepared, as the coun- 
cil desired to avoid formality. 

The first feature of the ceremony was 
the singing of the hymn, “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” in chorus, after which 
addresses were made by Grand Comman- 
der Richardson, Secretary General Fred- 
erick Webber, of Kentucky; T. W. Har- 
rison, of Kansas, and Frederick Speed, 
of Mississippi. The ceremonies closed 
with the singing of “Rock of Ages.” 


HELD FOR STEALING $6,000. 


Former Manager of a Bank Is Under 
Arrest. 

Halifax, N. 8., October 27.—Adam A. 
Harley, the former manager of the Bank 
of British North America at Fredericton, 
N. B., was arrested in this city tonight 
on a warrant charging him with steal- 
ing $6,000 belonging to the vank. Harley 
came from Scotland to Halifax ten years 
ago, took a position in the bank here, 
later being transferred to Montreal and 
from there to Fredericton, where he was 
appointed manager of the agency. Two 
weeks ago he met two friends from Scot- 
land, and one of them, it is claimed, gave 
him $6,000 to deposit for him in the bank. 

This friend then went to Montreal and 
presented the deposit receipt at the bank 
for the money, but to his surprise he 
found that there were no funds there. 
The bank immediately made an investi- 
gation and Harley was discharged. To- 
night he ‘was arrested on a railroad 
train bound for St. John. 


GROWING OF FILLER TOBACCO. 


It Will Be Promoted by the Agricul- 
tural Department. 
Washington, October 27.—Secretary 
Wilson announced today that experts of 
the agricultural department will hunt all 
over the United States and its new pos- 
sessions for conditions favorable to the 
cultivation of the filler tobacco, such as 
is now raised in Cuba, so that if possi- 
ble all the filler tobacco used in this 
country eventually may be raised within 

the boundaries of the United States. 

“The United States,” he said, ‘is now 
paying $8,000,000 for filler tobacco, which 
comes mostly from Cuba, and $5,000,000 
for wrapper tobacco. We have succeed- 
ed in finding in this country the condi- 
tlons under which all the wrapper to- 
bacco we need can be raised here, and 
experts of the department of agriculture 
for the first time are seeking soils adap- 
table to the cultivation of the fine filler 
product. We have parts of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Texas selected for the investi- 
gation of our experts, and land for sim- 
llar purposes will be selected in all our 
new island possessions with a view to aa- 
certaining how and under what condi- 
ficns the filler product can be built up 
here.’’

White Man and Negro Are Sentenced 
In Missouri. 

Poplar Bluffs, Mo., October 27.—Steve 
Clark, white, and Zeb Crite, a negro, 
have been sentenced to be hanged from 
the same gollows here on December 286. 
Clark stabbed Allen Giller to death last 
July while in in a jealous rage. Crite 
in September last called Thomas Gra- 
ham to his door and shot him dead. Will 
Cat'iin and Ike Torrence, negroes, were 
arrested as accessories and the former 
found gullty of murder in the firat de- 
groe last night.
